Two barns, an empty silo and a 
corn crib on the farm of J. Frost 
Waddell, 
one 
and 
one-half miles 
northeast of the city, were destroyed 
Saturday morning about 11:30 o'clock 
by a fire, Hie origin of which is un­ 
known.

anese, Secretary of State Bryan 
to­ 
night declared that he looked to the 
people to 
express 
final 
judgment 
through the referendum 
before 
the 
act goes into effect. After a speech 
lo a joint meeting of the two holist4; 
Secretary Bryan left for Washington. 
Governor Johnson had iii his hands 
tonight the alien 
land 
law barring 
from I he soil of California Japanese 
and other aliens ineligible to citizen­ 
ship. He agreed to delay signing the 
bill until opportunity was given for 
hearing whatever protests President 
Wilson might desire to make. 
The 
measure wag drawn 
in conformity 
with the treaty obligations, omitting 
the phrase 
“ineligible 
citizenship,” 
which was objected to by the Japan­ 
ese government. 
The bill as drawn 
by 
Attorney 
General 
Webb, 
passed 
the senate 
early this morning by a vote of 36 to 
2, after nearly ten hours debate. The 
only negative 
votes 
cast were by 
Senators Cartwright, 
a 
democrat, 
and Wright, a republican. 
The bill now provides that aliens 
eligible to citizenship may 
acquire 
and hold land to the same extent as 
citizens. The democrats and progres­ 
sives voted together in response to 
what they took to be a demand of the 
people of ( alifornia.

the equal suffrage nations of Europe, 
clad in their national costumes.

W ealth 
Are Made— Hope and Enter­ 
prise in the Saddle. 


Madrid, May 3.— The last ten years 
iii Spain show an amazing degree of 
commercial and 
industrial progress. 
The- record of this accomplishment 
in a country that a decade ago was 
looked upon as a dying nation reads 
like the comparative statistics of a 
boom town in the American w’est, 
and there is awake in Spain today a 
spirit of hope and enterprise that 
will, it is confidently believed, be the 
solution of all the country’s material 
and political problems. 
The 
doubled 
imports 
of 
cotton 
from the United States, the tripled 
output of iron ores, the prosperity of 
railways, and the rise in Spanish gov­ 
ernment fours from 65 to 93, are in­ 
dications of this progress, but it is 
from agriculture that the largest ad­ 
ditions to Spanish wealth are made. 
Ten 
years 
ago 
12,500,000 acres 
were planted in cereals; today the 
total is 17,500,000 acres. 
The wheat 
yield in 1904 was ST..300,000 bushels; 
last season it was close to 130.000,000 
bushels. 
The yearly consumption of 
wheat, including that used for sowr- 
intr. is about 175.000,000 bushels. The 
larger acreage this season will fur­ 
ther reduce Hie wheat and flour im­ 
ports. 
The expectations are that an­ 
other five years will turn Spain into 
a wheat exporting country. 
Fresh districts of barren land are 
brought under the plough each year.

Ebro iilrigitiion

any reason the first wash water looks 
milky, a second washing 
may 
be 
necessary. 
One very Important factor to be 
considered in washing butter is the 
temperature of the water. 
If 
the 
churning temperature has been right 
and the butter has come in good con­ 
dition, the temperature of the wash 
water should be the same as that of 
the buttermilk. 
If the butter comes 
soft, it may be necessary to use a 
lower temperature, and if too hard a 
higher temperature. Extremes should 
he avoided in all cases, as too warm 
water w ill cause a soft, greasy butter, 
while too cold water will make the 
butter appear brittle and tallowy and 
cause difficulty in getting the salt well 
dissolved. 
The salt should be added before 
working is begun, then it is possible 
to get the salt distributed evenly with 
a minimum amount of working. 
As a rule, one ounce of salt to each 
pound of butter is sufficient. The use 
of 
cheap, 
coarse 
salt 
should 
he 
avoided, as it often contains chemical

Clean, Convenient Method of Working 
Butter. 


impurities and dissolves

The salt must be stored in a 
clean, dry place, as it readily absorbs 
moisture and foreign odors from the 
air. 
The object of working butter is to 
uniformly distribute the salt and give 
the butter a plastic consistency. 
The 
old primitive method of working but­ 
ter by the hands is still in vogue in 
some places. It is very undesirable in 
all cases to get the hands directly in 
contact with the butter. It is not only 
highly unsanitary’, but it spoils both 
the grain of the butter and its appear­ 
ance. W hen the hands come in con­ 
tact with the butter it melts, making 
it oily and greasy, at the same time 
giving it a dead,

gray color.

ty is used. 
When the weather is 
warm enough to melt snow or ice the 
air circulates sufficiently Wo ventilate 
the bed; but when it is cold enough 
to freeze every crevice is sealed by 
the moisture concealed in the cracks. 
When very7 cold weather prevails the 
air cushion is absolutely dry. and in 
this condition it is a perfect noncon­ 
ductor of either heat or cold. 
Even in zero weather the sun, shin 
ing through the glass and inclosed 
air raises the temperature of the bed 
to a good growing warm th; and at 
night only a portion of this warmth 
escapes. 
Cabbage, cauliflower, lettuce, beets 
violets and pansy plants, it is claimed 
are safe under the double glass at 
8 to IO degrees below zero; and even 
tomato, pepper and eggplants hav* 
been growrn in hot beds without any 
cover except the double glass in a 
temperature nearly down to zero. 
The saving of tabor is consider­ 
able when the double-glass sash is 
used. 
No covering or uncovering is 
required, no mat3 or boards are need­ 
ed. 
The double sash for hot houses 
has been found to be a great saving 
of heat, less coal is required to keer 
up a given temperature— the plants 
make a stronger growth and are less 
liable to leaf drop.

The manner in 
which 
poultry 
is 
dressed determines largely the price 
it will bring in market, says a writer 
in the Kansas Farmer. 
An ill looking 
specimen, ragged and 
torn, will 
be 
passed for a ! otter appearing bird by 
nine people out of ten, even though 
the hard looking 
specimen 
may in 
reality be a larger and fatter 
bird. 
It is not a hard matter to dress them 
to look neatly, and as the 
price 
is 
what all growers are after, it pays to 
do the work well. 
All poultry to be shipped should be 
dry 
picked. 
Attach 
a 
small, 
firm 
cord, double, to a hook overhead, just 
long enough to slip noose around the 
bird's legs at a convenient 
height for 
picking. 
Provide 
a 
receptacle 
for 
blood, another for feathers if they are 
to be saved. 
The bird should have had access to 
neither food nor water for twenty-four 
hours, and should be caught carefully 
so as not to bruise or badly frighten 
it. 
This is easily done by darkening j 
the place where they are confined or j 
catching with a crook sim ilar to the j 
old time shepherd’s crook. 
Suspend the bird and with a double 
edged poultry knife cut each side of 
the throat to sever the jugular, then 
up and backward through the roof of 
mouth into the brain to destroy tho 
sense of pain. 
Place a hook in lower 
beak with a weight attached, and be­ 
gin to pick the wings, as these cool 
quickest. 
The breast feathers come 
off very easily, and there 
is 
small 
need of tearing the skin if care is ex­ 
ercised

London, May 3.—Sir Arthur Xieol- 
son, who as permanent under secre­ 


tary of foreign affairs since 1910 has 
practically managed the foreign ro­ 


uens of the British empire, reaches 
the retiring age this year and may 
,be expected to pass out of the ser- 
| vice to which he has devoted his life. 
I In England, where in latter years the 
foreign policy does not change ma­ 
terially with a change of government, 
Hie permanent staff of advisers to 
the foreign secretary are largely re­ 
sponsible for all diplomatic negotia­ 
tions, and there are few foreign min­ 
isters who would care to deport from 
the advice given by him. 
Sir Arthur entered the foreign of­ 
fice as long ago as 1870 and he has 
served at as widely separated posts 
as 
Berlin, 
Peking, 
Constantinople, 
Athens, Teheran, Budapest, Bulgaria 
and Morocco as secretary of embas­ 
sy and minister, and in Madrid and 
St. Petersburg 
as 
ambassador.

its permanent head. 
Lord Ii »rding< 
then Sir Charles, who had been am 
bassador in St. Petersburg during tie 
Russo-Japanese war and later laid 
be foundation for the Anglo Russian 
entente, was permanent under secre­ 
tary and he and Sir Arthur Nicolson 
worked for a better understanding 
between the two great empires that 
for years had been the bitterest ene­ 
mies. 
They had the assistance of the

land, to settle their quarrels, which 
really arose more out of a misunder­ 
standing of each other than any tan­ 
gible differences, and they were sup­

night by the men’s representatives, 
who have been in conference with 
the railroad managers in N«*w York 
over demands for increased wages 
recently submitted by the employes. 
The roads denied the men’s demands 
and, as announced, refused a propo­ 
sition to submit the dispute to arbi­ 
tration.

marked courage.

erywhere in the danger zone, rescu­

His energy was 
unfailing 
and

presence and advice wore 
of mate­ 
rial aid to German subjects. Further­ 
more, Admiral von Hlntze succeeded 
in obtaining punishment for the m ur­ 
derers and a heavy indemnity for th*'* 
families of 
Germans 
murdered 
at 
Co vaden ga. 
Devious to his duties 
in 
Mexico 
the admiral was the personal r e p r e ­ 
sentative «-f Emperor William on the 
staff of the Russian emperor at St. 
Petersburg. 
Hi Bf services were 
sa 
valuable in this 
position 
that 
the 
Mexico City post was given him in 
Hie nature of a reward. At the same 
time Emperor William granted him 
a patent o.’ nobility for his services 
in Russia. 
But the admiral is not noble 
by 
birth and for several months pas? 
a campaign 
has 
been 
conducted 
against him by 
certain newspapers 
of aristocratic connections. 
It 
*s 
openly declared that if he does not 
return to Mexico this campaign, and 
rot a convenient “illness/* will do 
the cause.

Hon of the German nobility in the 
diplomatic service 
was

subject of discussion in the debates 
on the budget of the foreign minis­ 
try, and
